ordinary. But Clark is ona mission. 
He wants to save the country. Des- 
perately. Passionately. 

When he speaks, it is with con- 
yiction. Behind the sonorous 
phrases of “asymmetrical federal- 
ism” and “distinct society,” you can 
tell the former prime minister is 
seeing the physical reality of the 
country he believes in. 

Through the eyes of Joe Clark, 
Canada is still a small prairie town 
where the sun rises and glances off 
the distant snowy peaks. Canada is 
the rolling, verdant hills of Que- 
bec's eastern townships; the tall 
towers of Bay Street, beneath which 
men in wide-shouldered suits pur- 
posefully stride. 

Canada is still a child waking up 
in the morning, throwing back the 
bed covers, her eyes sparkling with 
the possibilities of a new day. 


Special place 


Canada is some special place and 
Clark wants to keep it that way. His 
Canada includes Quebec. And that's 
why this fine fall day in Edmonton, 
Clark is doing the book tour 
rounds, talking about his fervent 
national vision 

His new book, A Nation Too 
Good to Lose: Renewing the Pur- 
pose of Canada, is already being 
pummelled in the mainstream me- 
dia. Clark, it seems, is just too darn 
nice. The Edmonton Sun called his 
ideas “an exasperating, labyrinth 
of infantile propositions, half- 
baked theories, gooey eeunents 


_and senile reminiscences.’ 


The Globe and Mail's Jeffery 
Simpson is kinder. Simpson, whose 
book on Clark, Discipline of Pow- 
er, won a Governor-General’s 
award in 1980, wrote “it is the 
height of naivete to believe that 
more talk, suffused only with good 
intentions and lacking in precise 
proposals, can lift the darkening 
clouds so that ‘big sky’ can be seen 
again.” 


Peace and love 


It does seem as if Clark is push- 
ing the idea that a little peace, love 
and understanding will go a long 
way toward solving the national 
unity crisis. Clark strongly advo- 
cates Canadians lose their

Charles Mandel profiles the former prime minister and his mission to keep Canada together 


perspectives on the ongoing Que- 
bec crisis with See Magazine two 
weeks ago. Clark strode into the 
Hotel Macdonald and took a seat 
beneath the large painting show 

ing the signing of Confederation 
in Charlottetown in 1867. Look- 
ing atad florid, Clark nonetheless 
radiated energy. He sat hunched 
forward, hands 
clasped. The fa- 
miliar, deep 
voice heard so 
often on radio 
and television 
issued forth 
from an impos- 
sibly tiny mouth 
set between 
large jowls 

Horn-rimmed 
glasses lent an 
intellectual air 
to the 55-year- 
old Calgary 
resident and 
businessman. 

He didn’t look 
the least bit 
cowed or dis- 
couraged by the 
national tele- 
vised debate he 
had engaged in 
the previous 
night with Bloc 
Quebecois 
leader Lucien 
Bouchard 

In between 
mouthfuls of 
apple pie, Clark 
said the debate 
didn't shake his 
resolve to keep 
Canada united. 
“IT think the 
principal point I made in the de- 
bate is there is an obligation on the 
part of Quebecers to understand 
the rest of the country, as well as 
the other way around.” 

Clark insists Canadians must 
learn more about each other in 
order to overcome the widening 
gulf they face. “We tend to believe 
the worst of other Canadians we 
don't know and the best antidote 
to that is to see if our negative 
stereotypes are correct.” 

Clark noted that distance ag- 
gravates the problem. People in 
the West don’t often venture to 
Quebec and vice-versa, he said. 
The lack of communication be- 
tween the different parts of the 
country causes the problems to 
fester. 

This is an extraordinary idea 
coming from a man who favored 
dismantling the railway and who 
viewed free trade as a necessary, 
evén desirable, innovation. “I 
think this whole question of na- 
tional symbols is very important,” 


said Clark. “The fact is the rail- | 
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symbols appears to be an equally 
difficult proposition If not the 
train, then what? The car? The jet? 
Both are symbols of transience and 
freedom, not of unity 

Yet in his book, Clark writes in 
glowing terms of the symbol he'd 
So eagerly scrap. “We are a country 
built by will, often against nature

Clark notes that the “same kind 
of will and imagination were need- 
ed to bring colonies together to 
create a country in Confederation, 
and to launch the national initia- 
tives that became the Wheat Board, 
the Canadian Broadcasting Corpo- 
ration, the Canada Council."

Clark doesn’t want to see this 
scenario come to pass. Yet his 
book is like the proverbial lone 
call in the wilderness. Yes, a 
number of his ideas seem hope- 
lessly middle-class and his book 
just oozes with the kind of plati- 
tudes you expect to hear at a 
Legion speech. But in his search 
to define the Canadian identity, 
develop a national myth and join 
in harmony this wide-spread 
“community of communities,” 
Clark himself has almost been 
transformed into a character of 
mythical proportions.

ttawa’s a strange place. The 

grey, squat unassuming of- 
fice buildings remind me of 
Regina, But turn a corner and sud- 
denly, across my field of vision 
and beyond, the sombre, gothic 
grandeur of Parliament, the Su- 
preme Court, the Chateau Laurier.

Inside this one 
you will find all the nutritional in- 
formation you could ask for, a wide 
variety of enticing, well-thought- 
out recipes, and plenty of cooking 
hints. Lindsay has a more pragmat- 
ic, less dynamic food style than 
does Stern, but Anne Lindsay's 
Light Kitchen is a good, dependa- 
ble cookbook. 

Rose Reisman’s cooking qualifi- 


cations are less stellar. Her first 
cookbooks failed to interest a Ca- 
nadian publisher, so she had to 
publish them herself.

Public stereotype 


Formed six years ago, Vinok’s 
founders Leanne Koziak Marko and 
Doyle Marko still find they're being 
stereotyped by the public and me- 
dia.

Others don't 
give folkdancing the same credibil- 
ity as classical ballet. They see Vinok

The Markos founded Vinok in 
1989 after touring Europe for al- 
most four years.

Leanne says it’s important to 
teach people about dances from 
other nations. “I think it gives you 
a different level of understanding 
of different countries,” she says. “I 
think the music and the dance is 
probably the easiest to understand 
out ofanything. It’s something that 
people don’t have to have a lan- 
guage to relate to. People can 
appreciate other people's art even 
though they may not understand 





the culture or language.” 

Currently, the company has 10 
dancers, five musicians and almost 
$100,000 worth of costumes. The 
dancers perform more than a doz- 
en folkdances, while the musicians 
play a total of 16 instruments — 
including the Newfoundland ugly 
stick 

“It's a stick with a big boot on the 
bottom,’

stick. It’s usually decorated with 
cans or bottle caps or something to 
make noise.” 

For their sixth season, Vinok will 
spend most of the time in Edmon- 
ton. Last year, the company 
travelled across Canada — but the 
company will he too busy learning 
dances for a new production next 
May to do much wandering. Ironi- 
cally enough, the production is 
about wandering people and will 
highlight 10 new dances. Included 
in the show will be dances from 
Zimbabwe, India, the Metis people 
of Canada and a “two-stepping”

TO HAVE AND TO HOLD

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Author Whyte demystifies the King Arthur legend

ack Whyte tells stories. Stories 
d of bygone eras in which histor- 
ical fact and imaginative fiction 
swirl together like an ethereal mist, 
and the color and spirit of a myth- 
ical past leap from white pages into 
a multi-hued modern world. 

Whyte, an affable and eloquent 
expatriate Scot, was in Edmonton 
recently on a tour to help promote 
the third novel in his four-book 
series that offers up a refreshingly 
new and surprisingly plausible re- 
interpretation of one of the most 
enduring legends in English litera- 
ture, the story of King Arthur and 
the Knights of the Round Table. 

Yet, Jack Whyte is much more 
than a mere author. Over a pint at 
a well-known south-side hostelry 
(Whyte on Whyte?), an interview 
that began with a discussion about 
his latest literary endeavor soon 
developed into a lengthy and en- 
joyable discourse on numerous 
contemporary issues; from the 
role of the writer in an increas- 
ingly post-literate society, the 
crisis in education, the often less- 
than-benign influence of the 
media, and the future of Canada, 
to name but a few. 

Not surprisingly, many of Whyte’s 
notions and observations that re- 
late to these topics provide the 
strong themes that run through his 
quadrilogy (entitled The Eagles’ 
Brood) particularly as they relate 
to change, and its effects on both 
people and societies. Whyte’s forte 
is historical fiction, and the Arthu- 
rian legend serves him well indeed. 


He chose this vehicle of expres- 
sion “because historical fiction 
allows a writer to provide a thor- 
oughly researched background and 
then postulate a group of charac- 
ters living within that framework.” 

With his strong love of Roman- 
British history, the myriad of 
sources available in an English- 
speaking society, and taking 
advantage of a widespread famili- 
arity with the Arthurian story, Whyte 
recreated a much more believable 
scenario. 


Salient truths 


While still in the realm of “what 
if," Whyte’s version retains many 
more links to hisorical places and 
events than other versions, and 
his “fascination with a story that 
is not only about a socicty in tran- 
sition but a society plunged 
headlong into chaos” contains 
some salient truths about man- 
kind's abilities to deal with the 
forces of change that parallel our 
contemporary experience. This is 
one of the underlying strengths 
of Whyte’s work and, one sus- 
pects, his approach to life. 

Whyte believes that, unlike the 
more fanciful depictions of the 
Arthurian legend that are obvi- 
ously more fiction than fact (such 
as Sir Thomas Malory’s Le Morte 
D'Arthur, and the movie Excali- 
bur), there really was a king called 
Arthur who did unite the people 
of southwest England some time 
in the period known as thé Dark 
Ages (circa 500-650 AD), and that 
he emerged from the society that 
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RANCH ROMANCE ; 











One of the HOTTEST folk 
bands from the West 
Coast, Ranch Romance is 
a high energy mix of 
rockabilly, western swing, 
harmony yodelling and 

jivey jitterbug rhythms - 
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first arose during — and consoli- 
dated after the Roman 
occupation of Britain. Whyte avers 
that “during the Roman period in 
British history (which ended 
around 410 A.D. when the last 
Roman garrison was withdrawn) 
there is no record of any Arthuri- 
an legend; yet circa 700 A.D., 
when the Christian missionaries 
had returned to the island, the 
legend was in place. 

Since we have documented proof 
of every King of England since then, 
the logical assumption must be that 
Arthur ruled at some time during 
this period.” 

Recent excavations have indeed 
unearthed a hill fort dating back to 
that time, and a researcher at an 
American university claims to have 
uncovered documentary evidence 
showing diplomatic contact be- 
tween historically verified sixth 
century European kings and a “Brit- 
ish king known by the title ‘High 
King’ of Rio Temus, who is be- 
lieved to be Arthur.” 


Single book 


Whyte notes that he “only in- 
tended to write a single book 
dealing with this subject, but as 
more research uncovered more in- 
teresting historical material, the 
book turned into four books.” 

He does not, however, antici- 
pate any more, as there are new 
subjects to tackle. Still, Whyte’s 
treatment of the subject should 
impress people interested in both 
the military aspects of the age 
(the fall of the Western Roman 
Empire, the rise: of cavalry to 
prominence on the battlefield for 
the next 1,000 years, the deriva- 
tion of the word Excalibur, the 
make up of the Roman army, and

the Republican ideals that creat- 
ed it), and those who like a solid, 
well-told and easy-to-follow tale 
of people whose struggles, joys 
and sorrows define the parame- 
ters of their time. 

This approach to writing some- 
times leads to conflict with those 
who deem it their duty to act as 
the self-appointed guardians of 
literary acceptability, and serves 
to underlie much of Whyte’s an- 
tipathy toward certain notions 
prevalent in academia — primari- 
ly, he notes, with those “who feel 
that academic accountability is 
more legitimate than popular lit- 
erature.” 

Whyte feels that, in his case, “the 
magic of writing is in the intrinsic 
and inherent rhythm of the words, 
in the flow of the language. I write 
books not just to be read, but more 
importantly to be heard. The con- 
temporary academic view seems to 
be that to write literature today 
means to write something you can 
set up on a podium and read to an 
audience that will gaze at you blank- 
eyed and not know what the hell 
you were talking about.” 


Obscurantist 


When asked whether he consid- 
ers his books an attempt to offer an 
alternative to the dry and stultify- 
ing poetry and prose so commonin 
the academic realm, Whyte con- 
fronts the ongoing question of 
popular verses obscurantist litera- 
ture head-on. 

“Certainly my books are an alter- 
native. | have never expected to be 
accepted by the academic commu- 
nity because I am not an 
academician. I am a populist. A 
populist and a popularist — a bard, 
ifyou will — and my job, my self- 


Now, on its own, a word gag like that 
might work. But just imagine hundreds 
of pages of little set-ups to work toward 
hundreds of silly word jokes. Harron is 
Attila the pun. After that, there’s abso- 
lutely nothing worthwhile about this 
book, save for the poor attempt at pro- 
fundity Harron attempts in Farquharson’s 
visit to Venice. He compares the city, a 
stinking and sinking spot in which no 
“real” Italians live, to what Canada could 
become: a tourist haven with no identi- 
ty. Oooh, that’s deep. 

But what's most frustrating is the Far- 
quharson style. Ree ding uh cent ants 
writtun Illike dis meh bee a muse ing fir 
eh wy ell. But fir too hunert pay jess? 

That's right. It becomes text without 
context. A waste of paper. 

Please, Mr, Harron, give it up. Leave 
books to real authors, not to kitchy 
characters revived time and time again 
to make a buck. - 

But one thing has to be admitted. 
Farquharson is just like Canada in one 
respect: a joke taken way too far.

Itwas a time in Canada’s history that many 
people would rather forget. A time when 
tanks and troops enforced the suspension 
of civil liberties and occupied the major 
cities of Quebec, and people lived in fear 
of a group of independantiste militants 
known as the FLQ. 

The October Crisis of 1970 is a pain- 
ful chapter in our nation’s story that 
many choose not to remember, but 
Quebecois filmmaker Pierre Falardeau 
will be damned if he'll let us erase it from 
all memory. You could say that October 
is Falardeau’s chef d’oeuvre: a contro- 
versial project, rejected by would-be 
investors for 14 years, that tells the grim, 
gritty story of the FLQ kidnapping and 
murder of Pierre Laporte, Quebec's Jus- 
tice Minister at the time. While many 
would have given up hope in half the 
time that it took Falardeau to see his 
vision made reality, theindependantiste 
writer-director persisted because he 
believed in this story, because it was a 
story that had to be told — and told by 
the right person.

Pierre Falardeau’s political detrac- 
tors have already complained publicly 
that October is biased and portrays the 
FLQ as working-class heroes, victimized 
by the establishment, who go to violent 
extemes because the governments in 
Ottawa and Quebecleave them no choice. 
In fact.even though Falardeau has made 
no secret of his close relationship with 
Francis Simard, one of the FLQ members 
jailed for the murder of Laporte, Octo- 
ber isan honest film. The ultimate message 
is that there were no winners in the 
October Crisis. 

The world of the FLQ,as seen through 
the lens of Falardeau, is a world of bitter 
struggle. The kidnappers are young, poor, 
and desperate for change. They eat cold 
beans and canned spaghetti for supper, 
and feast on barbecue chicken when their 
hostage picks up the tab. They're reluc- 
tant, even incapable, of killing Laporte in 
cold blood, torn as they are between two 
basic human instincts: the instinct to sur- 
vive and preserve one’s dignity and the 
instinct to. save the life of another. The 
cameralingers uncomfortably on thesweaty, 
unshaven faces of the terrorists and the 
politician as the days go by and tensions 
mount. It becomes abundantly clear that 








none will give in to the demands of the 
FLQ. The tiny house where Laporte is kept 
becomes a prison for theindependantistes 
as well — we sense their panic as they try 
desperately to turn things around and make 
themselves heard without having to kill 
the politician. These men believe passion- 
ately in their cause, but they’re not 
cold-blooded killers; what they want is to 
make things better, not worse. 

Pierre Falardeau’s take on the Octo- 
ber Crisis makes us sympathize with 
everyone involved in the dirty, bloody 
mess. We feel sorry for the kidnappers 
who see their plans for revolution go 
horribly wrong, and for Laporte, who 
dies like a sacrificial lamb on the altar of 
French-English disharmony. The film be- 
gins and ends with his senseless death — 
though we never actually see it happen 
— but what happens in between is the 
death of hope for four men who wanted 
to make their lives bearable. 

Falardeau’sOctoberis powerful, un- 
forgettable stuff saturated with real pain 
and desparation. Anyone who sees this 
movie will understand why we can’t 
forget la crise d’octobre or pretend it 
never happened.

Bullets Over Broadway is a good- 
time movie: lots of laughs, black humor, 
wonderful crazy characters and a plot 
that twists and turns and leads you 
down unexpected byways.

20s. Gangsters rub each other out as 
they provide the bathtub hooch that 
fuels a live-for-today existence. 

Amid the hoopla the struggling 
young playwright tries to get his play 
produced on Broadway and finds that 
money and image speak louder than 
art. 

Woody Allen does not appear here, 
although he directed and co-wrote the 
screenplay, and | think this helps. He’s 
played the neurotic New Yorker so 
often he has become a cliche that would 
distract from the period flavor he has 
succeeded so well in establishing here. 

To get a play produced on Broad- 
way you need a backer with bucks. So 
what do you do when you find a back- 
er with the bucks, but you have to give 
a major role to his no-talent moll? 

Right! You sell your soul. But your 
play gets on. 

However, it is not that simple. Bul- 
lets Over Broadway gives you a hilarious 
look backstage as you watch what it is 
like to produce a play, much like Francois 
Truffaut's Day For Night shows you 
behind the scenes in the making of a 
movie. 

John Cusack, as the pure, strug- 
gling playwright/director, learns some 
lessons about life, not to mention artis- 
tic integrity, He looks like he is having 
fun 

Jennifer Tilly is great as the floozie 
ruining the play. She has the best time 
playing brainless since Jean Hagen in 
Singin’ In the Rain. 

Diane Wiest really enjoys herself 
overplaying the self-centred, fading 
Broadway star.

Chiarelli overcomes barriers

Ithough she won't tell you ex- 
A actly how long she’s been at it. 
it’s safe to say that Rita Chiarelli has 
been playing the blues for as long 
as she can remember 

Born in Hamilton. Ontario to Ital- 
ian parents she describes as being 
“very. very strict.” Chiarelli remem- 
bers the radio as being a great 
escape. Listening to a blues station 
coming across the border from 
Rochester, N.Y. introduced her to 
the music of such greats as Etta 
James. Koko Taylor, Big Mama 
Thornton and B.B. King. “I knew I 
was going to be a vocalist at a fery 
young age,” she recalls. “But as a 
kid the thought of going out and 


touring or even singing seemed 
like an impossibility.” 

Today, that impossibility has be- 
come a Career for Chiarelli, who is 
considered by many to be one of 
Canada’s premier blues musicians. 
She tries to ignore that fact that 
people are still astounded to find 
women playing the blues in bars 
“It surprises me that it still surpris- 
es them,” she explains. “We know 
it's out there but we just kind of go 
full steam ahead.” 

For Chiarelli, scheduled to play 
the Media Club Nov. 4 and5, one of 
the biggest thrills of touring is see- 
ing the wide cross-section of people 
who will come out to take in a 
show. “I think it’s great when you 
can see someone who is 19 or 20 
sitting at a table with some one 
who is 50-plus.” 

Over the course of her career, 
Chiarelli admits to having seen her 
share of ups and downs, in the 
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industry. She has also seen the rise 
of videos,a medium which she be- 
lieves can be a gamble for artists. 
“On the one hand, you get seen by 
a lot more people and they can 
recognize you; on the other hand 
videos can be a risk... you might go 
to a lot of expense and think you've 
done agreat joband then it doesn't 
get played. So then what do you 
do? I guess you show it when friends 
come over,” she laughs 

With the release of her latest al- 
bum Just Gettin Started, Chiarelli 
promises to earn the respect of a 
few new blues fans. The 10-track 
album, Which was co-produced by 
Chiarelli herself, makes use of the 
talents of members of Prairie Oys- 
ter and Colin Linden. Yet none 
overshadow the power of Chiarel- 
li's vocals, particularlly on the title 
track. It’s the kind of album that’s 
sure to appeal to die-hard blues 
fans and newcomers alike.

Being a 30-up is a pretty precarious phase 
in your life when you are almost forced to 
redress your headspace. It's that pivotal 
point when you're too old to withstand the 
gnashing elbows in the mosh pit and almost 
ripe for frantically straining your arthritic 
fingers on the phone dial the moment a 
Roger Whittaker CD commercial flashes 
on the tube. 

Okay, that’s an extreme example, but 
weeny boppers have been sending us a 
rather subtle message of late — along the 
lines of “Kurt Cobain died for our sins, not 
yours,” The fact that you may have Bleach 
and can lecture the young ‘uns that you 
were following the Seattle scene long be- 
fore it became an exploitable movement is 
no comfort. Besides, us oldsters wear 
plaid flannel, if nothing else, because it 
keeps our geriatric bodies warm 

Take solace in the fact that ex-Husker 
Du-er Bob Mould has an immediate solu- 
tion for those of our ilk, courtesy of his 
band Sugar and their third CD, the sar- 
donically-titled File Under Easy Listening.

1 y currentissue of the Schwann catalog lists 
3| different recordings of Vivaldi’s Four Sea- 
sons as being still available. Throw out the 
arrangements of it for flute, guitar, synthe- 
sizer and the lot, and you're still left with an 
armload of available recordings done as the 
omposer wrote it: as four brief concertos 
for violin and strings. 

But even ther, subcategories exist: au- 
thentic period performances versus modern 
phony orchestras. Il Giardino Armonico 
is a Milan-based authentic instrument en- 
emble, and their new Teldec disc enters the 
ay with a deliberately forward-sounding 
ind biting rendition. 

The sound is edgy, and not as harmoni- 
ously delicate as one might expect. In some 
respects, that is not a bad thing — and 
ertainly violin soloist Enrico Onofri has a

Boozoo Chavis is one of Louisiana's great- 
est exponents of Zydeco. His 1954 hit, 
“Paper In My Shoe” is arguably the first 
modern Zydeco release ever, and land 
sakes, it’s nice to know that Chavis can 
leave well enough alone. No, not just nice, 
it's really quite reassuring. 

So, when he and the Majic Sounds get up 
in front of 1,500 rabid, breathless dancers 
on a Saturday night, they don’t feel com- 
pelled to bring in Eric Clapton or some- 
body like that to “improve” anything. Their 
1994 version of “Paper...” is as raw and 
energetic as the first version was some 40 
years ago. The band’s genuine authenticity 
even carries over to recent compositions 
such as last year's “Lula, Lula, Don’t You 
Go To Bingo,” or theirau Zydeco treatment 
of the blues standard “Baby, Please Don't 
Go” — well, I'm tellin’ you, you can almost 
taste the food in the kitchen. Shee-it! Dis 
stuff is racous, man! Woo-ee! 

Speaking of cooking, these guys can stopa 
song on a dime, only to burst into another 
relentlessly energetic number at the mere 
drop of a cowboy hat (which, liner notes tell 
us, is a popular addition to a dancer's ensem- 
ble down New Orleans way — well, | didn’t 
know that!).
